Sometimes they are carefully sculptured 
stones, bearing the sigh whith shows 
that a "sati," or Hindoo widow, has in 
days past immolated herself on the sa 
cred spot.

But this little monument was very 
special, established in the patch of aca- 
cias and long reeds by the river’s bank, 
and having carved upon its face the rnde 
picture of a “chatty,” of tuimmon Wwa- 
tek pot, With, underneath that. a wom- 
an's name. Above it, among the little 
golden bal!s of blossom -which grow 
upon the babnl boughs, were fluttering 
numberless strips of cotton and goat’s 
hsir stuff of all colors, and the faded 
flowers and stones lying in front proved 
tbat it was a popular shrine, which no 
native of the district passed without 
some small token of respect or pity.

This wonderful little machine is the re- 
sult of hundreds of years of study and 
experitnent. The watch carried by the 
average man is composed of 98 pieces, 
and its manufactité émbraces more than 
2,000 distinct and separate operations, 

Sotie of the smallest screws are 80 
minute that thé unaided eye cannot dis- 
tinguish them froit! Stael filingé oF specks 
of dirt. Under a powe titxhifying 
glass a perfect ecrew is revealed. The 
slit in the head is 2-1,000 of an inch 
wide, It takes 908,000 of these screws 
to weigh a pound, and a pound is worth 
61,585.

Let its wheels 
be Fait niitit they have given the same 
nutnbet of revélations that a watch does 
in one year, and they wifi have covered 
a distance equal to 28 complete cirenits 
of the earth.

The current would exhibit scat- 
tered lines of light that would develop 
into most exquisite tracery and take the 
form of plants or trees, The theory of 
this phetiomefion is that the irregular 
courses taken by the spark imay be due 
to the compression of air in the path of 
the discharge, or to superior Conductiv- 
ity of some parts of the surface of the 
body.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The Greatest International Exposition 
Brought to a Close. 


Chicago, Oct. 31.—Despite the gloom 
attendant upon the assissination of 
Mayor Harrison, Midway Plaisance 
could not be surpressed last night. Pan- 
demonium reigned. Nothing like it was 
ever witnessed in Chicago. It was a 
concentrated celebration of New Year’s 
Eve repeated one hundred fold. Every- 
body celebrated the closing bours of the 
Exposition and even the Columbian 
guards relaxed their frigiu dignity.

RECEIPTS OF THE FAIR. 


It is possible now only to estimate the 
total receipts and disbursements of the 
Fair in the absence of the late report of 
the auditor. The gate receipts will ap- 
proximate $10,500,000 and the conces- 
sion receipts $4,000,000. From souvenir 
coins and premiums the Exposition has 
drawn almost $2,500,000. Interest on 
deposits has brought $100,000 more and 
from various other sources entered in 
books as miscellaneous receipts is a cred- 
it of about $700,000. To these amounts 
add the $10,600,000 of capital stock from 
individual subscribera and the city of 
Chicago and the total amount of money 
that bad come to the Exposition will be 
found to be approximately $28,400,000. 

The buildings, ground and administra- 
tion and all that comes under the direct 
jurisdiction of the Exposition officials 
cost in round figures $25,000,000. The 
difference will divert to the stockholders 
if the salvage on buildings pays for clear- 
ing the park and the future cost of main- 
tenance, 

The cost of the rent of the Fair, the 
State and foreign buildings, the Mid- 
| Way and the rest has never been more 

| than estimated, and the figure has been 
placed at $10,000,000, making the total 
cost of all 35,000,000. That is nearly 
three times what the Paris Fair cost. 


WHAT THE PROFITS WILL BE. 


After every debt of the World's Fair 
has been paid there will remain at least 
$1,000,000 and perhaps more to be dis- 
tributed among the stockholders. Treas- 
urer Seebergér made this pleasant an- 
nouncement this afternoon. Since the 
organization to this morning the Expv- 
sition Company has paid out $30,558,- 
849.01, or three-times the amount the 
managers expected tospend when they 
commenced bnying the Fair.

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CARTER HARRISON DEAD. 


Shot Down in ia. Own Heur by 
-an Insane Ex- Policeman.

Chicago, Oct. B.—Carter Harrison, five 
times Mayor, of Chicago, ex-Congress- 
man, ex-County Commissioner, editor, 
capitalist and author, was assissinated in 
his own residence at 231 South Ashland 
avenne this evening at 8 o'clock. 

Three bullets entered his body and 
within a few minutes after the first” shot’ 
was fired death ensued. 

The man who did the shooting was 
arrested and locked up at the Desplaines 
Street Station. There the man gave his 
name as Eugene Patrick Prendergast. 
He was at one time a member of the 
Chicago police force. 

The incidents that Jed up to the kilk 
ing show that it was premeditated and 
deliberately planned. 

Prendergast was insane. 

STORY OF THE CRIME. 


At 7.15 o'clock this evening a man ran 
up the front steps of Mr. Harrison’s resi- 
dence at 231 South Ashland aventie, and 
rang the bell. Mary Fansen, the servant 
answered the bell and the man outside 
asked for Mr, Harrison. She said he 
would have to wait a moment, as Mr, 
Harrison was asleep on the sofa in the 
parlor, at the same time going back 
through the hall to call him, leaving the 
door open. 

In a moment Mr. Harrison stepped 
from the parlor into the hall and stood 
in the doorway, In an instant the man 
had drawn a revolver and fired, the shot 
entered the abdomen just above the 
navel. Two more shots rang out an in- 
stant later, the first of which entered the 
Mayor’s body under the left arm, pen- 
etrating the heart. Mr. Harrison, when 
the first shot was fired, had started to- 
ward the door and the second shot 
struck him when within a few feet of 
the assassin. 

80 CLOSE HE WAS POWDER BURNT. 


Mr. Harrison was so close to the muz- 
zle of the revolver when the third shot 
was fired that the bullet shattered of the 
knuckles of the left hand and the pow- 
der burned the fleshy 

Mr. Harrison’s coachman, who was in 
the rear of the house when the first shot 
was fired, ran into the hall and fired 
three shots at the man as he started ont 
of the front door, 
for an instant, turned about and fired a 
parting shot at the coachman. He then 
ran down the front steps and passed rap- 
idly north on Ashland avenue. 

Mayor Harrison, after the last shot 
was fired, stepped into the parlor and 
stasted toward the dining room, He 
had taken but a few steps, however, 


when he reeled and fell into the butler’s |

THE NAME FAMOUS IN VIRGINIA. 

Richard A, Harrison, Cromwell's Lieu- 
tenant-General, who led Charles I. to the 
block, is the earliest; ancestor preseryed 
in the Harrison family archivgs. The 
name was conspicuons in Virginia during 
the colonial period, and Carter H. Harri- 
son, his great-grandfather, and his broth- 
er, Benjamin Harrison, the signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, and father 
of President William Henry Harrison, 
are enrolled in the annals of the infancy 
of the United States of America. 

Early intermarriages linked the Har- 
rison family with the Randolphs, the 
Cabells and Carters—prominent Virginia 
families. Through the former and 
Thomas Jefferson and John Randolph 
were near of kin, to the Reeves of Vir- 
ginia and the Breckinridges of Kentucky 
Robert Carter Harrison, grandfather of 
the assassinated Mayor, located in Ken- 
tucky in 1812. His father and grand- 
father were gradnates of William and 
Mary College. 

When Carter H. was 8 months old his 
father died, bat the circumstances of the 
family were left in an unusually promis 
ing condition. When he was 15 Carter 
was placed under the scholas care of Dr. 
Louie Marshall, brother of the Chief 
Justice, and father ofthe famous Ken- 
tucky orator, Thomas T. Marshall. 

While Harrison was abroad the first 
time he wasin company with Bayard 
Taylor, and together they explored Syria 
and Asia Minor. Taylor’s“Land of the 
Saracen” was the result of the tour. 


ENGAGED TO BE MARRIED. 


Mr. Harrison was making preparations 
to be married November 7 to Miss Annie 
Howard, the youngest of the four chil- 
dren of Charies Howard of New Orleans, 
and his only daughter. Mr. Howard 
was a Baltimorean, bat went to Lovisi- 
ana in 1842, and later served with. dis- 
tinction in the Confederate army. It 
was during the last years of the war 
that Miss Annie was born at Biloxi,

Signals at dca. 

The international code of signals was 
prepared an first published in April, 
1857, in accorlince with the views and 
recommendativus of a committee àp- 
pointed by the Loard of trade. The code 
is described as consisting of 18 flags— 
anmely, one burgee. four pennants and 
18 square flags, and in addition an “an- 
swering pennant,” which is displayed 
when themessage is completed and un- 
derstood. The 18- flags repreSent the 
consonants of the alpbabet, and it is by 
a combination of two, three or four of 
these flags hung perpendicularly to each 
other that arbitrary signs are made 
which represent words and senténces of 
the same signification in all lai 
Each signal has thronghout the code bat 
one signification. A signal is always 
made in “onè hoist” in one place. 

The nature of the signals is indicated 
by the number of flags hoisted, whether 
two, three or four together. Signals -of 
two flags. relate to danger-or distress; 
signals of three flage-to general subjects 
ofinguiry or communication, including- 
latitude, longitude and time signals, and 
signals with four fays relate to names. 
Single flags are not used in code signals, 
with the exception of "yes" and “no” and 
“answering” penuants, The flags to be 
hoisted at one time never exceed four.

PECULIARITIES OF A WOMAN WORTH 
$60,000,000. 


She Is Old Fashioned In Appearance, 8e- 
verely Plain In Dress, but the Personifi- 
eation of Shrewdness When Financial 
Transactions Are Involved. 


Not a small part of the fame of Brook- 
Iyn can be laid to the credit of the re- 
markable women who haye lived and 
live now within its borders—women who 
have taken rank and honor in almost ev- 
ery walk of life.

She has in- 
dicated by her actions that she has small 
faith in brokers, and that if she wanta 
anything done the best way is to doit 
herself. 

The weather beaten satchel has carried 
securities representing millions of dol- 
lars.. It has knocked about New York 
and Brooklyn and other big financial 
centers with precious burdens, and Het- 
ty Green has always bad a tight grip on 
it. She does dot believe in spending her 
money on things she does not want, and 
as she wants very little she spends but 
little, Her children and her fortune are 
the sole objects of her solicitude, Mrs.

The zation of the holy office, or 
inquisition, holds the first place among 
Roman congregations. Its membersare 
some dozen cardinals, more or less, ge- 
lected by the pope on account of their 
knowledge of theology and canon law 
and their skill and energy in the trans- 
action of ecclesiastica! business, It has 
jurisdiction over a field of greater im- 
portance than any other tribunal what- 
soever, for it has intrusted to it- the 
guardianship of the purity of faith and 
morals throughont the Christian world. 

Alone of all the Roman courts it has 
for its official president the pope him- 
self, although in point of fact his multi- 
tndinons duties rarely permit of his 
presence at its meetings, and his-placeis 
taken by one of the cardinals chosen by 
him, who has to report to the holy fa- 
ther the same evening all that takes 
place during its session. 

Besides the cardinal who acts as presi- 
dent, there is a secretary, whois usually 
the senior cardinal present; a commis- 
sary, whose business it is to decide what 
questions shall be referred to the consult- 
ors for their opinion, aud who is al- 
ways a Dominican;a promotor fiscalis 
or public prosecutor, who conducts the 
case, and an advocatns reorum or coun- 
sel for the defendant, who seeks to clear 
the suspected writings of the charge of 
false doctrine. 

In addition to the cardinals who com- 
pose the tribunal there is attached to 
it; as I have said, a number of con- 
sultors, and of these certain number 
are selected, under the namie of quali- 
ficators, for what is the most difficult 
and delicate part of the work intrasted 
to them. The consultors include the 
most celebrated of the Roman theolo- 
gians, secular and regular.—Nineteenth 
Century. 


Great Men at Chess. 

William Steinitz, champion chess 
player of the world, has played the game 
of kings with some of the world's great- 

men who were not professional play- 

He pluyed more than one stout 

me lasting froin early night into the 
ngxt morning with Von Moltke, who in 
dition to being a great general was 
ohe of the best chess players in Europe, 
and who fought his chessmen as he did 
his army corps—always to win. He 
played with quite another sort of per- 
son when in Paris at the tima of the 
fullness of the power of Napoleon IIL 
He was honored once by having this 
gloomy, ambitious misanthrope for an 
antagonist, and says that the last French 
emperor might have made a respectable 
chess player but for his wealnessin mak- 
ing rash aná utterly unnecessary moves. 

Once the champion met the Prince of 
Wales in a friendly game, but he says 
there was nv honor in beating that good 
natured gentleman, for he played hap- 
hazard. 

Herr Steinitz has played with Bis- 
marck among others, but he does not 
consider the great German statesman a 
master of chess, as Von Moltke was. 
Bismarck never had, he says, that mas- 
tership of himself that is necessary in 
the game of chess. He could not con- 
tain himself when his antagonist would 
sit for half an hour studying out s series 
of moves. He wonld stride the floor, 
puff volumes of smoke, and at times 
scem about to sweep cheesboard, chess- 
men and all away with heavy hand. 

“He had no patience,” said Mr. Stein- 
itz, “and no man can master chess with- 
out patience," Mr. Steinitz ought to 
know.—New York Commercial Adver-

Con- 
trist that fellow!" one boy says of an- 
other who teases him, ahd the dictionary 
says it ineans to make sad, but that it is 
obsolete. 

We should not ascribe any departure 
from what we are uscd to- either in 
grammar or pronunciation cr meaning 
of words to the ignorance or stupidity 
of the speaker. It muy not be bad, but 
otily antiquated English—snch as onrn 
for otits, tmbtil for uinbrella, afeard 
for afraid, riz for tise. to ox for ask, 
outen for pnt out or cxtinguish, even 
“pnt them things away” for those 
things. However, these expressions 
have had their day and «re no longer 
good English. as they ĉo not conform to 
the present nse und custom that mnst 
be our standard in speaking and writ- 
ing. The same may be said of certain 
ways of provonncing werds now used 
duly by tneducated or old fashioned 
people, as contrary. inisthievons. blas- 
phemons, instead of contrary. mixchiev- 
ous, blasphemons. 

It is easy to prove that these are not 
mispronnuuciztions, bat only an old prò- 
nunciation retained by tke people after 
the educated classes had given it up. 
Ör. Johnson gave the nocent to; the first 
syllable in academy, like melancholy 
and parsimony. with Mukespeare as his 
authirity, aud Walk praises those 
“who, grieved to see thé compound de- 
part so far from the a of the sim- 
ple,” with “‘heroic forfitude” have op- 
posed the multituds by pronouncing the 
first of the word knowledge as it isin 
the word to know. He says the “pulpit 
and bar have for years given a sanction 
to this pronunciation. bnt the acnate aud 
the stage hold ont infcxibly ngainst it, 
and the nation rt large seems insensible 
to the Improvement.” They continue 
even in ott day to ptohonnte hä in the 
old Indicrons rhymes:

Words spelled one way and pronounced 
another by some people. who are what 
some other people wonl:] call “heavy,” 
are wreck, pronounced wrack, which 
gives ns “wrack and rain:” weapon, 
which they tur into weepon, and 
wound, which they riyme with sound, 
following -the old lexicographer, who 
tells na “wound. woond, is a capricious 
novelty." 
_ Another of thia class of words is chap, 
in some localities still pronounced chop. 
Walker says the etymology of this word 
will not snTer ns to write it chop, and 
universal nye will not permit us to 
pronounce it chap, so that it must be 
classed among those incorrigible words, 
the pronuuciation nud orthography of 
which must ever be zt variance.

This farmer 
thinks that the best silo is the one built 
of two thicknesses of cheap sound lum- 
ber, with tarred paper between, and the 
whole painted with some preparation of 
gastar. Others thinly that single walls 
are sufficient, and still others that they 
should be lathed and plastered. 

A market gardener of Michigan makes 
a feature of keeping the stalks and nub- 
bins of sweet corn in the silo. After the 
marketable cars have been picked off, 
the stalka stand for about a week, are 
cat and allowed to wilt, then bound 
with twine into small bundles and 
packed into the silo without further cut- 
ting. They keep well and make excel- 
lent feed for cows. It is a fact that 
many farmers with small herds of cat- 
tle continue to put their stalks into the 
silo uncut. Their silos are generally 
small. There is generally more loss than 
when the stalks are cut, and it is diffi- 
cult to get the bundles eut in good shape 
for feeding. The smaller varieties of 
flint corn are best for this whole ensi- 
lage. This system is suited only to farm- 
ers who have but a few attle and plen- 
ty of chore ti:ae in winter. It saves the 
cost of cuttin; machinery, and that is 
about all. 

In the accompanying cuts are shown 
a device for hanling corn, also a tow 
cart used by many Long Island farmers. 
These conveniences are thus described 
in Collingwood’s mznua] on ensilage: 
Fig. 1 is the cornstalk or ensilage cart. 
It is from 16 to 13 feet long, with an 
axle 6 fect lons. Two strong bed pieces 
are bolted ou thn under sido of the axle 
close to the whedJs. approaching to with- 
in a foot of vach Pther in front. Boards 
are nailed on tifpsc, cuch alternate one

coming ont flush with the bed pieces, 
the others projecting some inches. Two 
small wide tired wheels ure used. In 
loading one can easily walk up between 
the boards with an armfu! of stalks and 
put them anywhere on the load. In us- 
ing this cart the front end is lifted and 
fastened to the axle of a tow cart, shown 
at Fig. 2. 

This tow curtis simply a pair of wheels 
with an axle and tongue and aseat for 
the driver. It can be readily hitched to 
any load, and the horses will pull more 
comfortably than with ordinary whiffle- 
trees. Long Islund farmers will hitch 
their tow carts to heavy loads on bad’ 
spots in the roads, to road machines or 
anything else needing u temporary lift.

Harvesting Wheat. 

There are several advantages in cut- 
ting wheat reasonably early. The grain is 
heavier, millers claiming it will make 
whiter and sweeter flour. Early cutting 
also lessens the loss from shelling ont in 
handling, while the straw shocks and 
stacks better and makesa better feed for 
the stock. Cut reasouably early, well 
cured and cured forsoas to keepin a 
good condition, wheat straw makes a 
good feed and contains considerable nu- 
triment. When the grain is in the 
dough, just after it has passed the milky 
stage, is the popular time for cutting 
wheat. f 

There is no advantage in cutting the 
stubble lower than is strictly necessary 
to save all tho grain, asserts a Missou- 
rian in a letter to Prairie Farmer. He 
says: 

There may be occasions when it will 
be advisable to cut low in order to secure 
more straw, but this will be the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. The better 
plan usually is to leave the stubble high 
and then turn it under, or if the land 
has been seeded to grass or clover cut- 
ting the stubble reasonably high wil) be 
a special advantage ecti 
these plants from extreme heat. 
ahould not be left lying on the ground 
any length of time, and so far as is pos- 
sible the shocking should be kept well 
up with the cutting. Take care to set 
the bundles sothat they will protect each 
other and then cap carefully, Wheat 
that is wel) shocked can stand longer 
than almost any grain. At the same 
time, when it can be done, it is best to 
stack as soon as possible after cutting. 


American Hay Abroad.

WHEREAS, Section one of Article fourteen 
of the Constitution of Maryland makes it the 
daty of the Governor to order the publication 
in certain newspapers to be designated by 
him, of any bill, or bills passed proposing any 
amendments to the sald Constitution; and 
WHEREAS, st the January Session, 1803, of 
the General Assembly of Maryland, a bill was 
passed proposing an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, which amendment Is Chapter 313 of 
the Acta of 1892, and Js as follows, to wit: 
CHAPTER 31% 
AN ACT to add an additional section to 
Article four of the Constitution of the State. 
SECTION L 7b be enacted by the General A> 
sembly of Maryland, Three-fiftha of all the 
members of the two houses concurring, that 
the following section be, and the same is 
hereby proposed, as an amendment to the 
Constitution of this State; and if adopted by 


the legal and qualified voters thereof, as here- | N 


in provided, the same shall supersede and 
stand in the place of Section thirty-nine of 
Article four of said constitution. 

SEC. 39. The General Assembly shall, as 
often as it may think the same proper and 
expedient, provide by law for the election of 
un additional Judge of the Supreme Bench of 
Baltimore city, and whenever provision isso 
made by the General Assembly, there ehall 
be elected by the voters of sald city another 
Judge of the Supreme Bench of Baltimore 
city, who shall be subject to the same consti- 
tutional provisions, hold his office for the 
same term of years, recelve the same com- 
pensation, and have the same powers as are; 
or shall be provided by the Constitution, or 
laws of this State, for the judges of said Su- 
preme Bench of Baltimore city, and the op-

Sec.2 And be it further enacted, by the aw 
thority aforesaid, That the foregoing section 
hereby proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution shall be,at the nextgeneral elec- 
Uon to be held in this State, submitted to the 
legal and qualified voters thereof for their 
adoption or rejection in pursuance of the di- 
rection contained in article fourteen of the 
Constitution of this State: and at the said 
general election the vote on sald proposed 
amendment to the Constitution ll be by 
ballot, and upon each ballot there shall be 
written or printed the words “For the Consti- 
tutional Amendment,” or Against the Con- 
stitational Amendment,” asthe voter may 
elect, and immediately after sald. election 
due returns shall be made to the Governor 
of the votes for and against said proposed 
amendments , as directed by said fourteenth 
Article of the Constitution.

COMPTROLLER SMITH’ S MAJORITY 
ABOUT 20,000. 


Seven Democratic Judges Elected. 


Judge Boyd’s Majority About 
264—Constitutional Amend- 
ment Adopted. 


The returns published below are 
nearly complete and show tbat M. 
DeKalb Smith the democratic can- 
didate for comptroller, has a ma- 
jority of about 20,000. Seven counties 
give republican majorities and sixteen 
went democratic, Six republican Beñs- 
tors'and twenty four members gf the 
House of Delegates were elected. The 
connties electing republican Senators 
are Allegany, Calvert, Charles, Garrett, 
Harford and St. Mary’s. In Charles, 
however, it may take the official vote 
to decide the senatorship. All seven 
democratic judges were elecied. Judge 
Boyd ran more than s thousand votes 
abead of his ticket and was elected by 
264 majority. Only a small vote on the 
constitutional amendment was cast. The 
counties neglected it and it was adopted 
by the city vote. 

In Baltimore city the democratic tick- 
et was elected in its entirety, excepting 
four members of the First Branch City 
Council and two members of the Second 
Branch. The next City Council will 
consist of 18 democrats and 4 republi- 
cans in the First Branch and 9 democrats 
and 2 republicans in the Second Branch. 
The total vote cast for mayor was as

ELECTRIC TRACTION. 


THE HYDRAULIC PRINCIPLE APPLIED” 
TO ELECTRICITY. 


How the Trolley Worke—A Continuous 
Current That May Bo Tapped at Any 
Point, Like s Water Main, Supplies the 
Motive Power For Thousands of Cat». 


“Within a very few years,” said Presi- 
dent Lewis of the Brooklyn City Rail- 
road company, “horse cars will bethings 
of the past. All the big cities have 
adopted or are experimenting with cable 
or electric cars, and there is no likeli- 
hood of a return to the old system. The 
popular prejudice against the trolley is 


+| dying out, and as its cleanliness and su- 


perior accommodation and facilities are 
appreciated there will be an irrisistible 
demand for its introduction. There was 
a outcry against it at first, princi- 

y because of the universal ignorance 
of electricity and dread of its applica- 
tion. Now that it has been practically 
demonstrated that travel on the trolley 
car is no more dangerous than in the 
horse car people are beginning to forget 
that they know absolutely nothing of the 
power by which they are carried-nor of 
the manher in which that force is ap- 
plied.” 

“Those are just the points The Eagle 
desires to explain to its readers.” 

“I cannot explain them. I am satis 
fed to accept the general result and to 
leave the intricacies of the system to the 
electricians and engineers.” 

The reporter found M. J. Starrett, the 
chief electrician of the Brooklyn City 
Railway company, in his office and pro- 
pounded to-him the questions that had 
floored President. Lewis: 

“The points sre.difficult to explain,” 
said Mr. Starrett, ‘because of their sine 
plicity yet compfrehetsibility. “But 1 
will try what I can do. You must keep 
in your mind’s eye a picture of the 
tracks on which the car travels and the 
single wire above, which is connected 
with the car by the trolley pole. Then 
you must remember that under certain 
pressure electricity will flow throngh a 
Wire the same as water will flow through 
apipe. Electricity is generated by ma- 
chinery at the power stations of the car 
companies and stored a4 water is stored 
in the reservoirs and is conducted through 
the wires by pressure as the water! is 
conducted through the mains. The elec- 
tricity forced through the wires is never 
expended as long as the pressure is kept 
up at the power station. It is drawn 
upon and does its work, returning to the 
power station thfotizh the Fails and fe- 
turn wires laid tinder the tracks. 

“In the same manner the water ofan or- 
namental fountain. spurts through tubes 
and falls to its reservoir to be spurted 
up and fall again ad infinitum. , The big 
wires running alongside the car tracks 
are reservoirs of electricity—feeders, as 
it were, to the single trolley wire. These 
are carefully insulated except at the 
points of contact with the conducting 
feeders. The small wire could not con- 
tain th ount of electricity needed any 
more a two inch pipe could carry 
more than two inches of water. That 
current of electricity is the propelling 
force of the trolley care. 

“Above cach car isa pole. At the up- 
per end of the pole isa metal wheel. The 
pole itself is made of hollow steel, be- 
cause steel, a good conductor. is lighter 
and has wore spring than any other ma- 
terial yet discovered. Wood, with a 
Wire run through the center, would serve 
the same purpose, bunt would not be as 
cheap oras durable, The base of the 
trolley pole is joined to suitable wiring 
that, concealed in the woodwork of the 
car, connects beneath the car with the 
controlling devites that operate the 
wheels. There are four of these devices, 
and others sre being invented and experi- 
mented with frequently. 

“Two of these devices are for cutting 
off the current, and the others are for 
braking the wheels, The conductor of 
the car can also shut off the current by 
disconnecting the trolley pole from the 
overhead wire. With the devices under 
the car in operating order the current 
reaches the motor. There, under the 
manipulation of the motorman, it does 
its work in causing a shaft geared to the 
axles to revolve. The motor applying 
the pressure force to the electricity thst 
Teaches it from the overhead wire aeta 
28.8 counterpart of the generator at the

LIVE STOCKETHIRTY YEARS AGO. 
Wat Do Our Babders Think of Mr. Pike's 


Ideas? 
The New Yous Sun has been publish- 
ing some ex gly interesting papers 


Written by tht iate James Shepherd 
Pike. One of. them. describes agricul- 
ture and live stock shows in England in 
1864. Many of thé ideas are as applica- 
ble to our’ times aë if they had been pro- 
titilgated yesterday. -But we would like 
to have otit teaders form an opiniomon 
My. Pike’s qeseftion that the “Dutch 
cow” can-never be sticceasftlly rbared 
in America, 

He visitéd the great farm of the Duke 
of Northumberland snd sayaamong oth- 
er things: . 

Some valuable experiments hate been 
mide upon it; among ‘them oneta test 
the’value of Codkéd:food for animals des- 
tined for the meat market. Very elabo- 
rate prepafations were made, and the ex- 
periment was thoroughly tried. After 
prolonged experience the practice was 
abandonéd. It was found that the cat- 
fle thrived and took on fat, but singu- 
larly it was not at the points nor in the 
way the butcher preferred. The fatand 
lesn did not intermix, but rather sepa- 
rated, the fat going wholly to. the out- 
side. heresult wasan abandonment of 
the experiment as a failure. The bul- 
locks fatted at this establishment are the 
Herefords. They have been chosen as 
tombining on the whole the most favor- 

qualities for-beef animals. 

Ti is estimated that’ the: same amount 
of feed will turn-out three Herefords 
that would be consumed by two Dur- 
hams. . 

‘As rbgardsthe qnestion of stock breed- 
ing, I ani of opinienthat thetrue way to 
improve our stock is to adhere mainly 
to native breeds, improving them by the 
occasional infusion of good blood from 
abroad, but relying more especially upon 
judicious selections from among our own 
native stock. , This .is the way in which 
all good breeds have been obtained in 
the first instance in all countries. Eng- 
land especially has sectred hers on the 
principle of selection and not by immpor- 
tations. 

Importations alone will not answer in 
the long run, because -the éonditions 
which created the breed in the ontsct 
cannot al) be found in the new circum- 
stances in which the animal will be 
placed’ wher transferred to its new home. 
Difference of climate, difference of feed. 
difference of ‘treatment, will all tend to 
modify und ultimately to change the 
original type. . High feeding is especially 
requisite to maintain „a high type. Or- 
dinary feed and treatment wiil 
soon turn a first class into an-ordinary 
animal.

BUILDING A DRAMA. ` 


An Iuterestitig Account of How the Real 
Article Is Cofistrutted. 

A real drama is constructed and not 
written. It is built up as a house is 
erected by the bricklayer and stonema- 
son, and the words are only the bricks 
and stones and hafe the same relative 
value to the design of the playwright as 
these to the designs of the architect. The 
architect has the structure in existence 
and clearly wronght out before the first 
stone is laid, and the drama of the true 
playwright is in existence befote-s word 
is written. Words there must be, just 
asthere must be bricks, but as thelattet 
can be carted from the kiln at current 
pricesin any quantity, so can the former 
be brought to the playwright from the 
dictionary by any purveyor of sentences 
at current prices. 

The rare man who constructs a good 
play can hire men by the regiment to 
write the lines. But the dialogue, the 
epigram, the repartee, the brilliant 
speech such as we find in Congreve and 
in Sheridan, is not this an essential? 
the reader will ask. Let us not put the 
cart before the horse. It is the ritua- 
tions that produce the dialogues. It is 
not the dialogues thxt produce the sitna- 
tions. Given a situation that calls for 
a smart, brisk, snappy, witty exchange 
of words, and the words will come. We 
see this in real life, and the stage copies 
real life. Even in.so simple a sitttation 
as when a couple of cartmen get their 
wheels locked on Broadway on a muddy 
day and a policeman comes up to sepa- 
rate them, you will hear 2 good deal of 
smart though coarse dialogue. Such 
dialogue and all dialogue that grows out 
of any situation (and no dialogue worth 


listening to grows out of anything else) | 


is interesting in proportion as the situa- 
-tioni is interesting. 


Without situation to call forth an in-- 


terchange of language suitable to the oc- 
casion, and especially such situation as 
of itself interests the audience and causes 
each member of it to ask himself what 
the characters will say next, a lot of 
well dressed people might stand or sit 
around on the stage and fire off epigrams 
at each other, and the audience would 
yawn. 

Dramas, so called, written in perfect 
accordance with syntax, witty here and 
there and always elegant, pour m upon 
the manager and are repeated with the 
utmost energy aud dispatch because they 
are nothing Wut sermons*or essays in 
three or four chapterscalled acts.

ently announged in France, It has been 
found at- the Pare St. Maur observatory 
that the force of gravitation, or the 
weight of bodies, undergoes daily varia- 
tions. These are rendered sensible by 
placing in the earth a tube containing a 
column of mercury balanced by the pres- 
sure of hydrogen contuined in a closed 
vessel connected with the tube and reg- 
istering by means of photography the al- 
terations in the level of the mercury. 

- After all corrections have been made 
for the effect of changes of temperature 
it appears that certain sudden variations 
in the level of the mercury are only to 
be explained on the theory that they 
are due to change in gravitation. These 
variations last from 15 minutes to an 
hour, They are of course very small, 
amounting at a maximum to only one- 
twentieth of a millimeter, but they may 
imply very great displacements of mät- 
ter in the interior of the globe. 

It has been suggested that similar ex- 
periments should be conducted in the 
neighborhood of active voléanoes, where 
liquefied rock is moving beneath the sur- 
face, and other disturbunces of the strata 
of the earth are taking place. 

Such facts as these present to the im- 
agination a very formidable picture of 
the gigantic commotions that accom- 
pany theslow copling and contraction of 
the globe, on whos¢ hardened crust we 
rear our edifices, wondering, when some 
of them are occasionally shaken dowd 
by earthquakes, at the instability of a 
planet that is apparently so solid.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


* The Ugliness of Trousers. 

Trousers appear to have been intro- 
duced into Rome at u comparatively late 
period and as a part of the military uni- 
form. They are worn by the Roman 
soldiers represente(i on Trajan’s column 
as well as by barbarians. The Greeks 
had never adopted them. With their in- 
stinctive sense of beauty they had recog- 
nized that these are the only garments 
that cannot possibly be wade graceful. 
A sleeve may become a part of the dra- 
pery of afigure. A trousers leg is more 
obstinate in its ugliness. If tight, it 
bags at the knees on the third wearing. 
Yet this is perhaps its least objectiona- 
ble shape. If somewhat. loose, it takes 
petty and meaningless folds. Some ori- 
ental nations have tried to disguise it as 
a skirt, but the result is not entirely sat- 
isfactory. If the trousers do not appear 
to give freedom to the leg, they have lost 
their principal merit. Compromise, 
which is the life of politics, is the death 
of art, which should always struggle aft- 
er an ideal.

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UNCLE SAM’S MAILBAGS. 


When Worn Out, They Just Begin to Be 
Really of Service. 

To see the government economically 
administered, go where they mend mail- 
bags. When a mailbag is worn out, it 
is considered as just fit for service. A 
new mailbag is stiff, unyielding. When 
it has knocked about the world, had the 
starch taken out of it and its weak 
places discoyered, it grows pliable, gives 
when it can’t force its way and is now 
prepared to do business successfully. 
Like a human being, the mailbag has 
had its experience. +The most active 
mailbags now in the service have scarce- 
ly a hand's breadth of the original fabric: 

The ordinary jute mailbag is mended 
by women. This is onéof the now few 
branches of the public service cutside of 
the civil service rules. The.women who 
mend mailbags are appointed by con- 
gressmen or public officers in the old 
way. Amore democratic gathering can- 
not be found in Washington. — Itis dirty 
if not difficult work. In the numbers of 
women elad in their worst clothes, their 
heads hidden in paper fools’ caps with 
long curtains, their hands guarded by 
leather bands and at work on sewing so 
rude that it seemis like a travesty on the 
gentle art of the needle, it is difficult to 
detect from. one another the delicately 
nurtured woman, the sturdy foreigner 
and the negro. They are all there work- 
ing in perfect amity. 

Each woman sits on a low chair. She 
has exchanged her street dress for her 
working clothes in the commodious 
dressing room. She receives every morn- 
ing a mailbag holding 10 bags. Five 


| of these are comparatively good; fite 


aremore or less bad. Itis a mild sort 
of lottery, which these women, experi- 
ence twice or three times a day; and the 
element of chance is not the less excit- 
itg though it lie in the depths of a dirty 
mailbag. 

Bad or good the women are paid 3} 
cents a bag.. For the woman who can- 
not earn at least $1.07 a day there is no 
place in this room. They earn on an 
average about $1.80 a day, and some 
wotnen exceed this amount. Each wo- 
man works with a darning needle and 
twine thread. Her first acquirement is 
the sailor's stitch. With this she can 
patch, darn or embroider. When she 
has finished the bags, they are carried to 
a central tabley where on a bulletin 
board her name isscheduled. There her 
work is examined by one of three men 
andchiecked off accordingly. Be

CANADA AND THE CHINESE. 


The Dominion Government Refases to 
Change the Immigration Act. 

Several attempts have been mude by 
labor organizatiéns of the Dominion to 
induce the government to impose further 
restrictions on Chinese immigration 
The government has just passed an order 
im council which practically settles- its 
policy in that regard. The order, after 
reciting the circumstances which called 
it forth, says: 

“Whatever sympathies may exist and 
whatever views may be held on the sub- 
ject generally—ormore particularly with 
reference to Chinese exclusion, or to such 
restrictions as are demanded by the pe 
tioners—they must, in so far at least as 
exclusion is concerned, be held to be sub- 
ordinate -to the obligations solemnly en- 
tered into between two great and friend- 
ly nations, and no action should be taken 
which could be construed by the imperial 
government as inimical or as infring- 
ing upon treaty rights. Ia 

“In view of the commercial relations of 
Canada with China, it is not- expedient 
to change the provisions of the Chinese 
immigration act nor to take any action 
that might be considered by the Chinese 
government as an invasion of the spirit 
of treaty obligations or as an unfriendly 
act. P 

“It is deemed impolitic and unneces- 
sary to recommend the alternative ex- 
pedient of raising the capitation tax to 
$500. The suggestion that ‘every China- 
man or woman in Canada be taxed to 
the amount of $200 each year, and that 
said tax be paid into the-treasury of the 
municipality or city in which they may 
be found,’ is a question for the consider- 
tion of others than the government of 
the Dominion.”—Ottawa Special.

The Maryland Road League has draft- 
ed a bill to be submitted to the General 
Amembly of Maryland st its next session. 
The League deals'at considerable length 
upon what it calls the economic side of 
the matter, that ìs. tbe method of rais- 
ing money for maintaining highways, 
but makes no recommendations. 


ENGINEZEING DEPARTMENT PROPOSED. 


While the engineering side of the 
question, involving such considerations as 
climatic influence, geological formations 
drainage, traffic and the like, presents a 
difficult problem, the committee finds 
the solution, as far as legislation is con- 
cerned, to be simple, The conclusion is 
unavoidable, it says, that this side of 
the question cannot be dealt with by 
any one not s trained road engineer. 

It is suggested that it would be desira- 
ble that the state should create an engi- 
neering department and place its servic- 
es at the command of the various coun- 
ties, the latter not to be compelled to 
commit their roads to the cl.arge of the 
State engineers, but thus to be given the 
opportunity to avail themselves of ex- 
pert assistance. As the dutjes of such a 
department would be entirely technical 
the committee thinks that it should be 
under the absolnte control of a first-class 
civil engineer, who should have both 
power and responsibility. It recom- 
mends that he be paid a salary of $5,000 
a year, that he be appointed for four 
years,and that his bond be placed at 
$5,000. The minimum appropriation 
necessary for this appointment is placed 
at $25,000 annually. z 

COUNTY ROAD ADMINISTRATION. 

Regarding the administration of the 
roads in the counties, the committee 
considers it evident that since the coun- 
ties are to bear all the expenses they 
mast retain entire control. The system 
of administration by supervisore is con- 
demned and it is recommended that it 
be abolished. 

The finances and general control, in 
the opinion of the committee, should be 
left.in-the bands of the county commis- 
sioners, but the report advises that the 
administration of the roads and bridges 
should be committed to a county board 
to be appointed by the county commis- 
sioners. Such a board, it is suggested, 
sbould be, to a certain extent, perma- 
nent; should consist of residents of the 
county and should have the’ benefit of 
expert advice and assistance. 

It is advised that each board shall con- 
sist of three members to be appointed 
for three years, one member going out of 
office each year. They would serve 
without psy, but liberal provisions 
would be made for their expenses. 

The committee deems it right that 
the various county boards should be au- 
thorized to call upon the state engineer- 
ing department for advice and assist- 
ance without expense to them unless 
they desire surveys made or such work 
done as would necessitate additional ex- 
pense to the department. In this way 
the boards would be furnished with the 
best possible engineering assistance 
without any cost whatever. This sys 
tem was adopted in England under the 
bighway act of 1862, and to its successfal 
working the committee attributes the 
excellence of England’s road at the 
present day. F 
CONSTANT REPAIR coves 


The report declares that it is necessary 
that the roads should be kept in con- 
stant repair and not merely put in order 
atone inerme tis end it advises 
that the county board be encouraged 
to employ working corps, Which should 
continually keep the road} in repair. 

Since such a plan wouldtequire mon- 
ey for ita promotion, tfR com=itee 
recommend that the right of #T™mers to 

“work out” their road taxes hegeeerenren 
and that\the county board be directed 
ander proper restrictions, to have the 
more important work, such as construc- 
tion and reconstruction, done by con 
tract for repairs with the consent of the 
county commissioners. 

The report eays that many matters 
other than those fouched upon have 
been considered by the committee, re- 
garding which the committee does not 
at this time feel willing to make recom- 
mendations, 

DRAFT OF THE BILL. 

The bill which accompanies the re- 
port of the committee on legislation in- 
cindes the most important matters 
dealt with in the report. Its title is: 
“An Act for the more Perfect Construc- 
tion and Maintenance of the roads and 
Bridges of this State.” It embraces thir- 
ty four sections. The duties of the state | 
road and highway engineer are defined 
together with the amount of salary to be 
paid him and his term of office. 

It is provided that the attorney-gener- 
al shall, atthe request of the Governor, 
give counsel and opinion to such officer. 
and that the latter shall be provided 
with suitable offices and equipment and | 
shall be empowered to employ such en- 
gineers, clerks and other assistance at 
such ealaries as the board of public 
works may, upon his application’ ap- 
prove. 

Heshall submit to the Governor on or 
before January 1, 1896, and every two 
rears thereafter. a report upon the con- 
dition of the roads and bridges of the 
state and the best methods of construct- 
ing and maintaining the same, with esti- 
mates of cost, expenses and the like, 
and shall suggest some geners! plan of 
administration thereof, either by the 
state orthe counties or jointly, or such 
changes in the present methods as may 
recommend themsel ves to him. 

Upon the approval of the board of 
public works, the state engineer shall be 
empowered to purchase stone breaking 
machines, and set them up at conven- 
ient places to supply stone to the county 
boards at cost price. He shall further 
keep a record of all the proceedings and 
his expenses, to be farnihsed to the 
Governor on July Ist of each year. 

All moneys paid out on account of this 
department sball be paid out by the 
state treasurer upon the order of the 
state engineer, endorsed by the comp- 
troller. 

TERMS OF SERVICE. 

The bill then provides for the appoint- 
ment and. duties ofa county board in 
each county, already described, and sti- 
pulates that the first appointment of the 
board sball be on March 1, 1894. 

The board shall elect its president and 
secretary and make its own by-laws. 
Records shall be kept of all its proceed- 
ings and copies of all ita plans and esti- 
mates, and a report shall be rendered on 

before March 1 of each year or when

The bill abolishee (he payment of road

The bill repeals all acts inconsistent 
with itself. 


” A BETTER BUSINESS SITUATION. 
Careful and practical observers of fi- 
nancial conditions, like Mr. Edward At- 
kinson and the New York Financial 
Chronicle, concur in the view expressed 
the otherday by the Sun that better 
times are coming, thanks to the repeal 
of the alarming Sherman ‘act, aud will 
not be long deferred. |The repeal of that 
act places the country in s sounder mon- 
etary position than it has enjoyed since 
the civil war. It is a long step, and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Atkinson, so alters the 
condition of national finance that busi- 
ness will soon revive, the receipts from 
customs and international taxes will 
progressively increase and the expected 
deficit of the government at the end of 
the fiscal year will not concur. This 


„happy result will be furthered, he thinks 


by a material reduction|of pension pay- 
ments due to the death of pensioners 
and the coming of age of their infant 
heirs. Such reduction has already be- 
gun and it will go on at an-accelerated 
rate hereafter. With this diminished 
call for pensions and the increased reve- 
nue from tariff and internal taxes, Sec- 
retary Carlisle may expect to balance 
expenditures with receipts by July next 
and next year turn his |present deficit 
into a surplus. Mr. Atkinson is a care- 
fal student of the questions invdélved 
and his opinion will command general 
attention. 

The Financia) Chronicle|testifies to the 
same effect, and says that ‘by the mid- 
dle of January next evidences of better 
conditions will begin to rele and 
will increase rapidly in latter months. 
The depression in Europe is largely due 
to the condition of affairs here; our pur- 
chases haying been phenomenally smali, 
Trade revival will start in America and 
will be taken up and responded to by 
revival in Europe.” The| elements of 
our present monetary situation and the 
nature of last summer’s panic and of the 
present depression sre discussed by the 
Chronicle to show that the conditions 
favor a rapid revival of enterprise,indus- 
try and prosperity. As regards money, 
we are now, by the repeal of the Sher- 
man act, placed very much in the posi- 
tion that France occupies. According to 
the mint buresu’s estimate, France bas 
$650,000,00 in legal tender silyer curren- 
cy, while we have $573,000,000. France 
has $800 000,000 of gold; we had Oct. 1, 
$657,500,000. France is able to keep her 
silver at par with gold because she 
many years ago stopped the free coinage 
of that metal. Now that we have taken 
similar action we may with ponfidence 
expect to do as well. “With | the limit

advance for his episcopal sanction. The | 
ministers, or many of-them, did not 
want Bishop Fowler to ran the next 
conference. 

Some members uf Wilmington Con- 
ference” endeavored to secure Bishop 
Newmsn. He was willing to come but 
his assignment to the foreign conferences 
necessitated the appointment of sume- 
body else to preside at the fsession at 
Salisbury and Bishop Vincent was se- 
lected. 
‘SKETCH OF BISHOP VINCENT. 

John Heyl Vincent was born in -Tus 
ealoosa, Als., February 23d, 1892. He 
was educated at the academies in Milton 
and Lewisburg, Ps., began to preach at 
the age of 18, completed bis training for 
the ministry at Wesleyan Institute, 
Newark, N. J., and in the four years’ 

ogical course of the New Jersey 


in 1853. He was ordained deacon in 
1865 and elder in 1857, when be was 
transferred to the Rock 

serving as pastorin Galena, Chicago 
and elsewhere till 1865. In that year he 
established the Northwest Sunday-school 
Quarterly, and in 1866 the Sunday-school 
Teacher, He waa appointed general 
agent of the Methodist Episcopal Sun- 
day-echool Union, and in 1868 was elect- 
ed by the general conference correspond- 
ing secretary bothof the union and of 
the tract society, in which posts he was 
continued until 1884. He was the editor 
of the Sunday-school publications of his 
denomination, conducting the Sunday- 
school Journal, published in New York 
city, with such success that its circulation 
rose from 16,500 to 160,000, while that of 
his lesson books bas been nearly, 2,500,- 
000 copies. 

Tn 1873, with Lewis Miller of Akron, 
Ohio, be projected a Sunday schools 
teachers institution for the purpose of 
preparing teachers for their work by 
means of lectures and drills. The insti- 
tute first met at Chautauqua, N. Y., io 
Angust, 1874, and has since assembled 
each year in the same place. It has ex- 
tended beyond the limits of its original 
design and given rise to allied institu- 
tions, which, as well as the Sunday- 
school assemblies and the international 
lessons, extend their benefits to mem- 
bers of all Christian bodies. The Chau- 
taugua Literary and Scientific Circle, 
which prescribes courses of reading for 
all classes of people, was. founded in 1878 
and within a few years had 100,000 stu- 
dents on its rolls. In connection with 
this the Chautaugna University was es- 
tablished, a summer school in which 
lectures on most of the arta and sciences 
are given,and of which Dr. Vincent, 
who received the degree of D. D. from 
Ohio Wesleyan University in 1870 and 
thatof LL. D- from Washington and 
Jefferson in 1885, has been chancellor 
from the beginning. At the Gencral 
Conference of 1888 he was elected a 
bishop. Among his published works 
are “Little Footprints in Bible Lands” 
(New York. 1861); “The Chautauqua 
Movement” 1886); “The Home Book” 
1886); “The Modern Sunday-school” 
1887) and “Better Not” (1887). He has 
never presided over Wilmington Con- 
ference. 

The sessions off Wilmington Confer- 
ence are always interesting. An im- 
menfe amount of business is tranéacted 
and each session usually lasts a week. 
It,cannot be stated at present whether 
the next session will be of more than 
usual Interest. Many ministers desire s 
change of pastorate and that may make 
it more interesting than the last one.

Death of a Lady Recalls a e 


Disaster—Wicomico Family Probably 
Heirsto An Ohio Estate.

a. Mrs: Amelia E. Owens, relict of/the 
late Uriah T. Owens, died here on' Fri- 
day of last week, aftera short illnesà, at 
the age of fifty-two. The death of this 
estimable lady recalls to mind the sad 
death of her two husbands, who have 
preceded her tothe spirit world. Her 
first husband was George H. Rider, to 
whom she was wedded in early life. He 
was lost at sea during a terrible gale on 
March 25, 1866. He. with Captain 
Knowles, Algy Russell, Wilson and Jos- 
eph Phillips,all young men of this town, 
the two last being sons of the late Golds- 
borongh W-Phillips, wason board the 
ill-fated “Norman” whcih was “sea tripp- 
ed,” near Hog Island, on the above date. 
The vessel and allon board were lost. 
The subject of this article losta husband, 
and a brother, Capt. Knowles, whose wi- 
dow also lost a husband in the death of 
the captain and a brotherin the death 
of Russell. Mr. and Mrs. Phillips fost 
twosons. The body of Rider was found 
and interred bythe citizens of the Is- 
land, and was subsequently exhumed by 
friends here and identified, but was not 
removed. The bodies of the others were 
never found, to the knowledge of the 
people here. Mrs. Rider was thus wid- 
owed, in meagre circumstances, with 
three small children, all of whom are 
now married and prosperous. 

In February 1872,she married Uriah 
T. Owens, a farmer near town, On Jan- 
unary 31,1892 while she and her busy 
family of girls were busily and cheerful- 
ly engaged around their rural fireside, 
the sad news was brought to her that 
her husband had dropped dead while 
sawing cord'wood, work that he and his 
little son George were engaged in near 
the farm. Thus a second time suddenly 
and sadly bereft she and her family 
of four giris (one haVing been married 
and moved-to Seaford, Del.,) and one 
boy, six, the result of the second mar- 
riage, moved to town, where she re- 
mained until the time of her death. 
The farm passed into other hands.

Wm. Harland Bradley died of con-

Whatever nutriment there may bein 
grass or any fodder plant is all there 
when the seed isin the milk or at latest 
in thé dongh state, and it is there in its 
most available form. 

Mauch of the nutritious value of clover, 
and, in fact, of all grasses, is in the 


leavés arid blossoms. By overdrying 


these drop off and are lost. 

. The spoiling of hay is due far more to 
the incisturé that falls on it from with- 
out, in dew and rain, than to itsown 
sap. This moisture dries off more quick- 
ly while the grass is standing than after 
itis cut. Hence the reason for cutting 
only when dry. Hence also the reason 
why it is safe to store while a little of 
thé cap id in it, but nnsafe to store when 
wet with dew or rain.

Don't forget to take out the oil can

An adequate sup- 
ply is hard to obtain on account of the 
slight and gradual fall of the stream and 
the level character of the outlying Jands. 
To overcome this lack of water, as well 
as insure sufficient dumping ground, s 
big floating gold saving dredge has been 
constructed and is now at work on the 
Idaho bank of the Snake river, abont. 10 
miles above Payctte. 

It is astern wheel flatboat propelled by 
steam. Substantially constricted, 65 
feet long and 22 feet. wide, it is equipped 
with a 85 horsepower marine engine and 
boiler and adapted in every way for navi- 
gating Idaho's great waterway. With a 
slight alteration it conid be transformed 
into a steam dredge and uséi to scoop 
up sand and gravel from the bettom of 
the stream. That has never been at- 
tempted. Asin the past, operations are 
now confined to working bars oat of’ the 
bed or channel of the river. The method 
pursued is to xuchor alongside one of 
these gravel deposits and by thp use of 
scrapers bring the material to be. han- 
dled within the reach of tlie gold wash- 
ing machinery with which the craft is 
rigged. The gravel is scooped up by 
buckets attached to an endless chain. 

There are 48 of these receptacles on a 
belt 60 feet in length, and each has a ca- 
pacity of about 20 pounds of dirt, which 
is delivered ints a hopper. This is also 
an agitator, and the process employed 
may be described as a steam rocker, 
with the exception that it has an end 
motion instead of one È 
gold is caught on copper 
quicksilver.

crime. To fhöse who know, the two 

distinctive burglars’ tools are the sec- 

tional jimmy and nippers, the first being 

a steel bar so arranged that it can be un~ 

screwed into several pieces for conven- 
ience in carrying. 

The other is like a pair of curling 
tongs, the clutching end being armed 

* with little teeth, and is used for turning 
keys in doors from the outside. The 
manufacture of these tools is not, as has 
been supposed, confined exclusively to 
any set of men. A burglar, desirous of 
obtaining a kit, will go toa hardware 
store and purchase drills, brace and bita, 
punches and wedges, these latter being 
in a series, from those the thinness of a 
knife blade to others the thickness of 
one’s hand. This assortment of seeming- 
ly innocent tools he takes to a mechanic, 
with instructions to temper them toa 
certain hardness. To another black- 
smith he goes, and. drawing a diagram 
has a piece of iron made in accordance, 

Still anc-ther makes him a second part, 
and finally the thief has a “drag,” the 
most powerful and perhap the most 
useful tool, from his standpoint, that can 
be used in opening a safe. It consists of 
& long screw, with simple iron braces to 
be attached by a link to the knob of the 
door. 

A hols is bored through the front of 
the safe by means of a bit, a block is ad- 
justed on the inside, and on this is placed 
the point of the screw, which is turned 
by a crank. As the screw revolves it 
penctrates farther and farther until the 
back is reached. Then, as the tremen- 
dous pressure continues, something has 
to give, the front generally being ripped 
out. 

This apparatus, in addition to its sim- 
plicity and quick work, has the advan- - 
tage of being noiseless.—Philadelphia

Waves on the Great Salt Lakes 

A’strong gule of wind was blowing 
over the lake and driving its surface 
into low, white capped ridges, while 
along the shore tho foam lay like flat 
banks cf new fallen snow.

GREAT STORY TELLERS TO THOSE 
WHO CAN INTERPRET THEM. * 


Chat With a Profemor of Skull-elogy Whe 
Is In Charge of the Rochester Museum 
of Human Osteology— Ancient Fashions 
of Deforming the Heed. 


It is not generally known that prob- 
ably the most complete museam of hu- 
man osteology is lo: ated in Rochester 
under charge of Profvssar Charles H. 
Ward, who ‘es an interuational repu- 
tation as an authority or this question, 
“Skulls are great story tellers,” ssid 
Professor Ward. “For instance, the 
original of this cast f the top of a 
skull overturned the theories of half 
of Europe, and probably its discovery 
was the most sensational thing in. the 
realm of science of the decade. Before 
this piece of bone, which you cam hold 
in your hand, was discovered, nothing 
had been found which tended to show 
that human life existed in the pregia- 
cial period, in the days of the cave bear 
and ` other anteglacial fossils. Not 
only does the place where it was found 
indicate all this, but the skull comes 
nearer to supplyiig the much langhed 
at ‘missing link’ thau anything ever 
before discovered. Thore is no question 
whatever that itis a portion of a hu- 
man skull, but the forehead is lower 
than that of any normally developed 
skull ever found, and the supereiliary or 
superorbital arch is heavier than ever 
before seen on a human skull. This is 
one of the most marked points of dis- 
tinction between the skulls of a gorilla 
and of a man. 

* Yon can see what I mean from this 
picture,’’ continued Professor Ward. 
“The arch is that of the eyebrow, just 
over the eye socket. 

“One of the most interesting things- 
in the ology of skulls is the fashion of 
deforming the head prevailing among 
the savage races of North and South 
Aresica. It is accomplished by pres- 
sure brought to bear on the skull 
throug infancy. The cliff dwellers 
flattened the back af the head. Skulls 
have been found on an island in the 
gulf of Mexico which were divided in- 
to two lobes, evidently prodnced by fas- 
feming a strap fron the back of the 
reek to the forehead af the infant. If 
there ad been more travel in those 
days, the fusion might have spread. 
The fad of flatienin;; tiio front of the 
head evidently prevaikd among the 
ancient inhabitant» of Pern, as the 
mumuiny remains cloarly indicate, and 
this has Ie to a lelicf that there is 
some race connection between the an- 
cient Peruvians aud -the Flathead In- 
dians of today. 

‘*You can see the effect produced by 
the process I kavo described from this 
picture. Were this deformity produced 
on the head of a grown man, it would 
be followed by insanity and death, but 
the brains of the infant gradually ac- 
commodate themselves to the new con- 
ditions. I shoul‘ judge, however, that it 
would be difficult to have a very highly 
developed intellect with » skull of that 
shape. Here. you see, is the skull of 
a Peruvian lady of high We 
knew that this was some Inca queen by 
the pomp with which she was buried. 
She paid the nsual tribute to fashion, 
or her parenta did, in having ber skull 
flattened up to the latest style. 

**Here,’’ said Professor Ward, ‘‘is 
the skull of a maiden of 18 years, who, 
with a number of her companions, was 
knocked iu the head with an ax and 
was eaten on an island in New Zealand 
several centuries ago at a great feast.” 


: Palverised Cork. 
Considerable use is now being made 
of the newly introduced French article 
‘to which the name of snbirine has been 
given. Tho substance consists of pul- 
verized cork of different degrees of fine- 
ness, known as impalpable, fine, medi- 
um and coarse, the’pulverization being 
effected by very simple means, such as 
a horizontal grindstone. Among these 
the mediam powders have for some 
i time been employed in the French navy 
and. by various navigation companies 
for painting the sheet iron and parti- 
tions of the insides of vessels. The effect 
of such coatings is said to be to consider- 
ably diminish the comductibily of the 
sheet iron and the vibrations so un- 
pleasant which are produced as soon us 
the sea becomes a little reagh. Another 
use for these cork powders is in the 
preparation of a substance called lie- 
gine, which consists of the powder 
mixed with fine plaster im the propor- 
tion of about 10 per cent. This liegine 
composition is turned out in all shapes 
and sizes and ix stated to be specially 
useful as a protettion alike from heat 
or cold, or for partitions, roofs, lofts, 
ceilings and coatings of all descrip- 
tions; aleo as packing for boilers. ice- 
bouses, conservatories, coverings for 
Wagons, steam pipes, and similar uses 
—in short, for the large number of 
cases where it is desirable to maintain 
an equal temperature.—New York Sun. 


Artist and Amateur. 

A critic, who was recently asked to 
define the line between artist and ama- 
teur, stated that an amateur's sketches 
were labored and finished up to invite 
favorable criticism, while the artist's 
sketches were broad and unfinished, 
suggesting much to himself only. 
Conld not the dividing line be better 
defined? The amount of time spent on 
a sketch often depends upon opportu- 
nity. When the tiine is not needed else- 
where, ono quite able to sketch in the 
boldest, most rapid style may prefer to 
goon and produce a picture, trosting 
to the inspiration of the present rather 
than of the future. and ta vision rather 
than memory. If something greater is 
to be subsequently developed from the 
work, it will be uv less suggestive be- 
cause of its finished character. 

It may uot be easy to define the divid- 
ing line between artists and amateurs, 
but it is easy to point ont a well recog- 
nized one that is identical with it—the 
one that is drawn between poets and 
mere writers of verse. —Art Amatenr.

principle In the organic law of the state, 
Baltimore city and every county hës ab- 
solute control ofall. taxes within thelr 
respective borders; for instance, the as-" 
sessment is made according to the jodg- 
ment of resident assessors, with nò ap- 
peal excep’ to the Board of Control and 

Review, who are likewise, residents. The 
expenses are incurred by, and under the 
control of, the local officers of the re- 

spective counties. The levies are made 
by these officers, and the taxes are col- 

lected by local collectore, Ifthis is not 

home rule in its ausolate sense, what is 

it? 

These advocates of the Honie rule 
idea so much talked and written abont, 
must mean something different from 
this. Now what is this? The qhestion 
can be answered by sayingit is a sysiem 
of home rule non taxation. In other 


‘words it isa scheme by which ¢ertain 


citizens of Baltimore city propose‘ to al- 
low a large part of the property held by 
its residents to eecape taxation, tb wit: 
stocks, bonds and other invisible prop- 
erty. The Governor in his message, 
recommends the passage of a law lpaving 
it to the Appeal Tax Court of Baltimore 
city to tax according to its “discretion.” 
If it be correct for Baltimore city to have 
this assessment, then it must. be po for 
each county in the state to have the 
same, and tax according to the “discre- 
tion” of the county commissioners, in 
which event, instead of a uniform prin- 
ciple and method of taxation, wé will 
bave a go-as-you-please system; |for if 
home rule be good for one of the (parts, 
it must be good for the whole. A man 
living in one of the counties could scarce 
ly keep himself informed what tax sys- 
would be in all the the otbers, or, at any 
rate would have to inform bimselfspeci- 
ally in regard to the subject if he propos- 
ed to make investments therein. Or even 
a resident would not know from year to 
year what the Appeal Tax Court cf Bal- 
tomore city, or the county commission- 
ers might deem it wise to tax or exempt 
from taxation. One board of commis- 
sioners might deem it prondent that not 
only invisible property,but certain man - 
nfac‘ories should bave tbe “proteétion” 
of exemption from taxes; while some 
subsequent board might take a different 
view Orsome ofthe counties, for the 
purpose of inducing cipital and invest- 
ments, might exempt certain ciasses of | 
pro ety, thereby not only laying the 
burden upon others, but begetting riyal- 
ry and competition between the respec- 
tive connties, as to what should, or/what 
should not, be exempt from taxation. 
There could be certainty of but one thing; 
that is, that a man who would go | into 
the county to look for investments in 
farm lands, might be sure that his/farm 
would be tazed, with the probabilities 
that a largé class of other property,

Now taxation is, in its essence nedces- 
sarily radical, so racical that it might be 
termed the very tap root of government. 
It is the attribute of sovereignty, and as | 
we have before tried to show, it inval zes | 
the idea of confiscation, or the taking of 
one’s property without consent, when 
necessary to meet the public demands, 
It is, in its nature, fundamental, and like 
all fundamental principles, must of néces- 
sity be uniform. A correct theory of 
taxation can not be otherwise than úni- 
form, and therefore unless we assume 
that home rule taxation,according to|the 
discretion of the local taxing powers will 
be exercised upon to auniform principle, 
there can be no defence for bome rule tax 
ation,except for that kind which we now 
have, and is, of necessity, uniform under 
our Constitution.

Saligbury, Md., Jan. 27, 1864—Dear 
Sir: Because of the excessive 
melons, the melon crop; as'Buch, to| nine 
growers out of ten, was an absolute fail- 
nre, not leaving enough net, ship ng 
expenses and city charges being deddc 
ed, to pay for manure, to Bay noth of 
cultivation and use of land, even thoigh 
sold at good prices. On account of tae 
railroad freight, there bave been very 
just causes of grave complaint; and st a 
meeting last Saturday, the 20th inst., of 
the truckers and melon growers of this 
séction st which were present a very 
large representation, after much consul- 
tation the universal conclusion was 
reached that melons could not be grown 
and.pot to market by rail at a living 
profit; and resolutions, herewith inclos- 
ed, were passed and appoved by the per- 
sonal signature of not less than ninety- 
tive per cent of all present. 

What was done, was not done in any 
spiritatall of boycotting the railroads,nor 
do they mean to be so understood; but it 
was only a matter of growing mélons at 
a profitor loss. The sentiment of the 
meeting was that the maxium charges 
ought not be over therates and classifi- 
cations of melons in 1892, with a proviso, 
that if cars are weighed there should be 
no charges for excess of weight except 
excess over thirty thousand pounds in 
the car, the minium car load to be twen- 
ty-four thousand ponnds, as now. 

Onr station is a good melon point and 
the average shipments from Salisbury 
and visinity run from 125 to 175 cars per 
annum, for the last several years, a won- 
derful increase over earlier’ years; and 
most likely at resonable freight rates 
and consequently a fair living profit in 
the business, the average shipments 
could be still very greatly increased. The 
railroad companies get freight not only on 
all these melons, bat also quite a income 
on New York city manure freighted here 
for growing this crop, none, of scarcely 
any of which would be used for any 
crop other than the melon. 

The meeting appointed the under- 
signed as a committee to commanicate 
with the various railroad officials con- 
cerned, requesting a speedy response as 
to whether or not the railroads were 
able and willing to acceded to the above 
mentioned wishes of melon growers, and 
whether or not said officials were willing 
to bind themselves to make such freights 
on melons for the present year, 1894, and 
hereafter until further notice. A prompt 
reply is absolutely neccessary as the 
growers will not make any plans for 
seeding their crops till positive assurance 
is granted.

After con- 
ference with our connections we have 
decided that the rate for the coming sea- 
son will be 5th class, with minimum of 
24,000 lbe., to be charged for proportion- 
ately. As this is a redaction of two 
classes from the rate charged last season, 
I trust it will be satisfactory to the grow- 
ers you represent through your commu- 
nication, and othershippers as well.

Dear Sir.—Referring to the petition of 
yourself and other members of your 
committee relative to the rate on melons 
for the coming season, I beg to say that 
we Lave given this matter thorough con- 
si:‘eration ayd we assume that the rates 
north of Delmar are not at all out of the 
way, but that probably the rates south of 
Delmar were what you complained of. 

For your information I will state that 
we have requested the N. Y., P. & N 
railroad people, and they have promised 
to do so, to fix their tariff south of. Del- 
mar on the same basis as our tariff north 
of Delmar. viz: 5th class in carload of 
24,000 Ibs. ana actual weight over 24,000 
pounds. 

The reduction is equivalent to from 15 
to 20 per cent. below the rates that were 
current in 1892, for the reason that in 
1892 the rates were 4th class, carloads of 
24,000 pounds as a minimum. 

We think that this reduction sonth of 
Delmar in addition to the rates which 
you now have north of Delmar, will en- 
able yourself and ‘the farmers in your 
vicinity to go ahead and plant the crop 
for this season.

Mr. Chipley of the Pennsylvania is 
mistaken as to the rate of 1892. Melons 
were then classed 5th rate and not 4th 
as there stated. Ifhe will take the trou- 
ble to examine his circulars on file in 
his office he will find we are correct. 

This exactly restores the rate of 1892 
with the exception of the provision that 
cars be weighed. A few cars were 
weighed in 1892, bat a much larger num- 
ber went through on the minimum 
weight. 

The committee on express rates and 
train services then reported action, 
which was, that it bad addressed letters 
to a number of shippers along the road 
from Crisfield to Delmar, and was mak- 
ing an effort to get cooperation on the 
part of the shippers which it hoped to 
do. The following is the letter: 

Salisbury, Md., Jan. 31, 1894—Dear 
Sir: Ata meeting of the fruit growers 
of this county recently held in this City, 
it was resolved to make an effort to get 
the Adams Express Company to ran s 
special train during the strawberry . sea- 
son, for the delivery of berries by ex- 
press fiom points along the line of the 
N. Y. P. & N. railroad from Criefield to 
Delmar, to points north and east. 

It is the opinion of the shippers here 
that the most suitable hours for this train 
would be, to leave Crisfield at 4 or 5 
o'clock p.m,, and Delmar two hours lat 
er. This would insure the delivery of 
berries in Philadelphia and New York 
the following morning very early. Of 
course, berries shipped by this’ train 
would not be for these markets, but 
would simply be in transit for destina- 
tion in view. Berries shipped by this 
irain would reach Philadelphia in time, 
the same night, to be sent out on the 
early trains the next morning for all 
points seventy Gye miles of Philadel.
